KEMPVTLLE, Tenn., Nov. 11.— 


Five persons were killed in the 
crash of an airplane near here 
last night, it was learned today. 


Papers found on the body of 


one of the victims identified him 
as Joseph F. Hirt of Fort Lauder- 
dale, Fla. The other victims were 
his wife, Mrs. Inez Hirt, 38; Mrs. 
Elizabeth Hunter, 30, a widow, of 
Henry, I1L, and Mrs. Hunter's 
children, Robert, 4, and Inez, 2. 


Four were killed instantly. A 


baby found injured died in the 
hospital here this morning. 


The plane fell in a field near 


here, between Carthage and Gains- 
boro. Tenn., about 8:30 o'clock last 
night. 
Farmers rushed to the scene 


and took the mangled bodies from 
the twisted wreckage. They were 
brought here to a morgue. 


The plane was demolished but it 


did not burn.

HAVANA, Nov. 11.—With an 


estimated death toll ranging be- 
tween 500 and 1,200, the swampy 
south central reaches of the island 
of Cuba lay ravaged today as all 
relief forces were mobilized to 
care for the thousands left home- 
less by the hurricane which swept 
up from the Caribbean on Wednes- 
day. 


Carrying death and widespread 


destruction, the hurricane struck 
in the vicinity of Santa Cruz Del 
Sur, a fishing town on the south- 
ern coast, sweeping up the seas 
and deluging the town beneath a 
25-foot wall of water. From there, 
the storm streaked 
across the 


island, 
devastating 
town and 


countryside, with its full force felt 
as far as Nuevitas on the northern 
coast. 


SEEK. OFFICIAL COUNT 


From the frenzied, panicky tales 


of survivors and the laconic re- 
ports of local officials, the minis- 
try of communications attempted 
to piece together a full story of 
the disaster and an authentic tally 
of the casualties. 


At 9 a. m., the death figures 


still varied widely. The ministry 
of 
communications 
placed the 


known dead at 300 and 400 miss- 
ing in the town of Santa Cruz Del 
Sur alone. 


This figure, however, was small 


in comparison with other esti-

and cabbage is one of the foods 
that will help to furnish that bal- 
ance. In the diet, cabbage is in 
the class with tomatoes, oranges, 
and spinach, which with the other 
green leafy vegetables, are listed 
as "protective foods," that is, foods 
which help to build resistance to 
disease. 


Cabbage has another great vir- 


tue; it is nearly always cheap. It 
occupies, however, a far from low- 
ly position in the American bill of 
fare. 
Creamed cabbage, cabbage 


salad, scalloped cabbage and ap- 
ples, are dishes of delicate flavor 
which appeal to the most discrim- 
inating taste, while corn beef and 
cabbage, ham and cabbage, butter- 
ed cabbage, hot slaw, cold slaw, 
and sauerkraut never loses their 
popularity. 


The cabbage plant grows, In 


some form, almost everywhere in 
the world, and ever since the be- 
ginning of history has been an im- 
portant food. 
The common cab- 


bage of our markets is only one 
member of the very large cab- 
bage family; indeed, it is only of 
many species claatiified by bot- 
anists as of the genus Brassica. 
Broccoli, Brussels sprouts, cauli- 
flower, collards, kale, kohlrabi, red 
cabbage, Chinese cabbage, savoy 
cabbage—these are only some of 
the kinds of cabbage, some more 
abundant or popular than others, 
in different parts of the country. 


Both the green cabbage and the 


red are good -sources of food Iron. 
Raw green cabbage is also one of 
the best sources of three of the 
vitamins—A, B, and C. White cab- 
bage 
or 
the 
white cen- 


ter of green cabbage, has less iron 
and less vitamin A, but is rich in 
vitamins B and C. Thus a salad 
made of shredded or chopped green 
cabbage is one attractive way to 
use the exceptional food value of 
cabbage. To this may be added 
chopped celery, shredded green 
pepper, or thin slices of tart ap- 
ples. 
Cold slaw, if the green 


leaves are used, is equally good in 
food value. Shredded raw cab- 
bage by itself, or crisp strips of 
cabbage leaves, served in the place 
of celery stalks, are a still simpler 
way to add vitamin and mineral

values to a meal. Again, if there 
is no lettuce at hand as a base for 
other kinds of salad, a thin slice 
of raw cabbage may be used for 
this purpose—with, for example, 
grated carrot, diced apple and pea- 
nuts, plain potato salad, tomatoes, 
or other salad vegetable on top of 
the slice. 


Cabbage is subject, unfortunat- 


ely, to a very common abuse. Of- 
ten it is literally "boiled to death." 
Its vitamin value is lost by over- 
cooking, the mineral salts it con- 
tains are largely cooked out into 
the "pot liquor," and the flavor 
becomes too" "strong." 
To retain 


the most food value and the fine 
flavor in cooked cabbage, and also 
to keep the fresh color, the cooking 
time should be short, the cooking 
vessel should be uncovered and 
all the cooking liquid should be us- 
ed, says the Bureas of Hove Econ- 
omics. 


It is the long-time cooking of 


cabbage, 
moreover, unnecessary 


and undesirable, that fills the house 
with a disagreeable cabbage odor. 


"Five-minute cabbage" is a high- 


• recommended recipe, which at 


its best is made with cream, but 
can be cheapened by using milk, 
fresh or evaporated. 
Ecalloped 


cabbage and apples, scalloped cab- 
bage and peanuts, and panned cab- 
bage are other attractive ways to 
serve this useful vegetable—not to 
mention such appealing combina- 
tions as spareribs and sauerkraut. 


Red cabbage becomes dark pur- 


plish when cooked, but a little 
vinegar or lemon juice, added just 
before serving, will bring back the 
original red color. 


1 teaspoon salt. 
Heat the milk and cook the cab- 


bage in it for 5 minutes. Add the 
blended flour and butter and the 
salt. 
Cook for about 5 minutes 


longer and stir constantly. 
The 


cabbage retains its delicate flavor 
and color.
